Higgins said 
today he was considering the ad- 
visability of not trying the case. 
The Reynolds family, he said, did 
not want the case to go to trial. 

“The evidence fails to prove con- 
clusively that Smith was mur- 
dered,” W. N. Reynolds, uncle and 
guardian of Smith, said in a letter 
to Higgins. “All of us would be 
quite happy,” he continued, “if it 
should be your decision to drop the 
cases.”’ 

Mrs. Reynolds was quoted today 
by Benet Polikoff, her attorney, as 
saying she wanted the cloud hang- 
ing over her as the result of her 
indictment “lifted permanently.” 
Polikoff said she indicated she 
might reject a motion for dismissal 
if one was made by the State. 

“I want this cloud hanging over 
me lifted permanently, not tem- 
porarily, and my earnest desire is 
for complete exoneration,” Polikoff 
quoted the widow as saying. 

Smith Reynolds, 20 years old, 
was fatally wotinded by a pistol at 


ithe family estate here early the 


morning of July 6 after a drinking 
party. Several weeks later Mrs. 
Reynolds, his bride of a few 
months, and Waiker, 19, his life- 
long chum, were indicted for the 
murder. Both are at liberty under 
$25,000 bond. No date for their 
trial has been set, partly because} 
the young widow is an expectant 
mother. 
To Make Own Decision. 

Higgins satd he would make his 
own -decision, “regardless of who 
wants this or that done.” 

The letter of W. N. Reynolds was 
written after attarneys of the fam- 
ily advised them not to join in 
prosecution of the case. 

“We have been unable to dis- 
cover evidence which in our opin- 
ion would justify us in advising the 
family to join in the prosecution 
of the indictment, and we have so 
informed members of the family,”’ 
the firm’s statement said. 

The Reynolds letter contained 
the first public statement from any 
member of the family, except R. Jd. 
Reynolds Jr., only brother of 
Smith. 

Shortly after his arrival in Win- 
ston-Salem from the west coast of 
Africa where he was cruising when 
notified of his brother's death, 
young Reynolds, generally called 
Dick, said in an inte-view he was 
of the opinion his brother was 
murdered.. That opinion, he said, 
was based on a reading of the tes- 
timony given at the Coroner’s in- 
quest, which blamed his brother's 
death on “unknown  irties.” 

The text of W. N. Reynolds’ let- 
ter follows:

Tenn. 

The marriage of Loud to the for- 
mer Mrs. Bratek is not set forth in 
the alienation suit petition, but at- 
torneys said it took place at an 


of 2931, following Mrs. Bratek’s 
divorce in Mareh of that year. 
Loud and his present wife are said 
to have been living apart since last 
spring. He is 60 years old, while 
Bratek is 31 and Mrs. Loud is in 
her thirties, according to Bratek’s 
lawyer, Oliver A. Fabick. 

In connection with the suit, an 
attachment proceeding was insti- 
tuted against certain property held 
by Loud. Service in the suit has 
not been obtained on Loud. 

Bratek’s petition says he and his 
wife were married Sept.1 , 1927, and 
that Mrs. Bratek was employed in 
@ studio on De Baliviere avenue. 
There, the petition says, Loud met 
her. It is charged that through 
the aid of another woman, who is 
designated only by a first name 
in the. petition, Loud met Mrs.

The candidate was at somewhat 
of a disadvantage in that, having 
been nominated only the day be- 
fore, he had had no opportunity to 
prepare a speech. As a result he 
was somewhat rambling and made 
no attempt to cover all the ground 
expected of him. He did not dis- 
cuss national issues, except a brief 
reference to the tariff. 

Primary Issue Evident. 

The time Park devoted to the 
campaign situation growing out of 
his nomination at the dictation of 
Pendergast indicated that he and 
his advisers in the party organiza- 
tion considered the issue one of 
prime importance in the campaign, 
and one which it was necessary to 
meet at the very outset. 

“I have no horns,” he said, “and 
I hope I do not appear to be a lamb 
to be led to the slaughter, 

“I have never been in Tom Pen- 
dergast’s home or in hig office. I 
have not seen him since the death 
of Francis Wilson, I have not 
communicated with him in any 
way, directly or indirectly. 

“If he expects to begin bossing 
me he had better hurry or I] am 
going to be elected before he can 
see me.” 

He then said that his candidacy 
originated in the minds of Mrs. 
Wilson and the late Senator Wil- 
son’s brother, Dr. P. C. Wilson, 
Piatte City, lending color to a re- 
port that rs. Wilson had asked 
Pendergast to aid in the selection 
of Park to succeed her husband as 
the candidate. 

Some of Acceptance Speech. 

Judge Park repeated much of 
his speech of acceptance before 
the Democratic State Committee 
Monday, saying that he knew the 
policies of Wilson and would carry 
them out. 

Turning from his defense to a- 
discussion of state affairs, he said 
that “when I am elected there will 
aye 4 one Park on the state pay- 
roll.” 

He adopted a part of the pri- 
mary campaign made by Secretary 
of State Becker against Lieutenant- 
Governor Winter for the Repub- 
fican nomination for Governor, 
Becker having charged that Gov. 
Caulfield and the state adminis- 
tration were attémpting to dictate 
Winter’s nomination. 

“Iam not going to use my influ- 
ence as Governor to attempt to dic- 
tate who my successor shall be,” 
he said. “It never will be charged 
that I discharged a chief of police 
because he was supporting a candi- 
date I was against.” This was a 
reference to the removal of the St. 
Joseph Chief of Police because of 
political activity for Becker in the 
primary. 

Criticism of Newspapers. 

Getting back to the boss issue, 
he complained that there was a 
Republican machine in St. Louis 
and that the newspapers said noth- 
ing about it. . | 

Turning to the reporters at the 
meeting, he said: “Why don’t you 
call attention to the conditions 
which exist in St. Louis? Is it be- 
cause St. Louis has a Republican 
Mayor and Republican. police 
force?

Pledges Cut in Expenses, 

In pledging a reduction in State 
expenses, he said that compared 
with the last two years of the last 
Democratic State administration, 
1919 and 1920, the expenditures of 
the last two years of Republican 
administration for which statistics 
were available, 1929 and 1930, had 
increased enormously. 

He referred to the various de- 
partments as “Caulfield’'s admin- 
istration,” though in many in- 
stances the figures he cited were 
for the offices of other elective of- 
ficials. 

He said that for the compara- 
tive periods the expenses of the 
Attorney-General’s office had in- 
creased from $86,168 to $174,000; 
the Governor’s mansion from $43,- 
148 to $70,357; the State Treasurer 
from $70,000 to $176,000; the Au- 
ditor from $106,900 to $212,562.49, 
and the capitol building from $140,- 
000 to $219,911. 

“This last item,” he said, “must 
have been mostly for repairs on the 
lounges in the Capitol occupied by 
the lounge lizards who lie around 
the building.” 


He cited figures showing doub- 
ling or more than doubling of the 
number of employes in the various 
State departments in 10 years. ‘“‘It 
took twice as many Assistant At- 
torneys-General under a Repub- 
lican administration,” he said, “and 
still they don’t close the race track 
in Platte County.” 

“Not Going to Be Bosgsed.” 
He returned to the boss issue 
with the assertion that he ‘‘did not 
believe in boss rule and when I am 
Governor I am not going te be 
bossed.” 

He said he had been informed 
that automobiles and gasoline and 
oil for cars used by State employes 
cost $700,000 a year. “My auto 
was bought in 1926,” he said, “and 
when I found out I was going to 
be Governor I sent it dewn to be 
painted.” 

Speaking facetiously, he again 
referred to boss control. “I’m a 
stranger,” he smiled at his audi- 
ence. “I’m just a hand-picked, 
boss-picked candidate, and I’ve got 
to get around and get acquainted.” 

He repeated his pledge for a

The lumber cempany charged a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade by 
Union Electric and its parent com- 
pany, the North American Co., and 
asked for treble damage and at- 
torneys’ fees. 

The case was tried in Circuit 
Court in 1928, a jury awarding the 
lumber company $33,920 damages. 
Union Electric appealed to the Su- 
preme Court on the ground that 
the act creating the Public Service 
Commission removed. utilities from 
under the anti-trust statute, and de- 
nied knowing of any conspiracy. 
Union Electric also denied respon- 
sibility for unauthorized acts of its 
employes. : , 

It was alleged by the lumber 
company that Union Electric, 
through certain employes, entered 
into a secret agreement with Wil- 
liam 8. Gallagher, then superin- 
tendent of the electric department 
of Laclede Gas Light Co., a com- 
petitor of Union Electric in the 
electric field, to reject applications 
for service from concerns which 
had been obtaining service from 
Union Electric. It was charged 
Gallagher received $150 a month 
to reject such applications, and the 
lumber company charged it could 
not get the benefit of the Laclede's 
lower rates by reason of this dis- 
crimination. 

The judgment was reversed three 
times in Supreme Court, first in an 
opinion written in 1929 by Judge 
W. T. Ragland, In February, 1980, 
Division No. 2, following 4 rehear- 
ing, again reversed the judgment 
on the ground that enactment of 
the law creating the Public Service 
Commission removed utilities from 
the anti-trust statute. Attorneys 
for the lumber company obtained 
another hearing, and in October, 
1930, the Court reversed the judg- 
ment a third time, on the ground 
the lumber company had followed 
the wrong procedure, In this 
opinion the Court held the lumber 
company should have first appealed 
to the Public Service Commission 
to compel Union Blectric to furnish 
service and then to the courts for 
damages. 

The conspiracy was alleged to 
have continued from 1918 to 19321.

Winter spoke to more than 1500 
persons at an outdoor meeting here 
and to several hundred others ear- 
lier in the day at Lamar and Car- 
thage where he also assailed Pen- 
dergast. 


Assails Campaign Fund. 
He chatged heré that the Pen- 
dergast machine was spending more 
than $500,000 to elect its candi- 
dates in the State and that before

eral Judgeship for Donald Rich- 
berg, attorney for labor interests. 

In a telegram to Richberg, Doak 
said today “‘no one knows better 
than you that any such statement 
is utterly false and that there was 
even no circumstance in connection 
with any of our conferences upon 
which any such statement could 
have been based.” 

The wire, made public by the 
Republican National Committee, 
went on: 

. “You are fully aware that my 
purpose in bringing you and oppo- 
nents of the anti-injunction legis- 
lation together was to ascertain 
whether there was a common 
ground of agreement so that the 
enactment of this desirable legisia- 
tion might be expedited in Con- 
gress. 

‘Senator Norris also stated that I 
represented to you that.I had in- 
vited you to Washington at the sug- 
gestion of the President of the 
United States. 

“You know that I made no such 


representation to you, and the fact | 


is that the President knew nothing 
of these conferences, which were 
initiated by me on my own motion.

They considered it 
proved practical to treat human 
brain tumor by direct implanta- 
tion, and expressed the hope that 
future experiments would show 
radium might thus be used suc- 
cessfully to treat cancers of the 
brain. 

Suggests Removing Hospitals From 
. Political Influence. 
“Removihg Hospitals From the 
Influence of Politics” was discussed 
at last night’s session of the hos- 
pital standardization conference 
by Dr. John A. McNamara of Chi- 
cago and Dr. E. FP. Hogan of 
Birmingham. 

Dr. Hogan related that the pub- 
lic health system of Alabama had 
been removed from politics by leg- 
islation providing for election of 
the five members of the State 
Board of Health by the Alabama 
Medical Association—one member 
each year for five years. The 
board elects the State health of- 
ficer. Similarly the county medi- 
cal societies elect the county health 
boards, and the county boards elect 
the county officer. 

“For county and city hospitals,” 
added Dr. Hogan, “‘a state law cre- 
ating hospital boards consisting of 
five members, one of whom would 
be elected every two years for a 
term of ten years, would be ex- 
cellent. Such a board would re- 
move tax-supported hospitals from 
the influence of politics. 

Abuse of Hospital Privileges. 

“The increasing cost of tax-sup- 
ported hospitals, and the very sub- 
sistance of some worthy and well 
prepared members of the medical 
and nursing professions are becom- 
ing very serious problems. In the 
desire of citizens to do all that 
should be done for the poor and 
unfortunate in providing hospital, 
professional and other care, there 
developed avenues through which 
those for whom such services were 
not intended can secure them with- 
out cost. 

“The effect is such as to cause 
large expenditure of public funds 
to care for those who are not ob- 
jects of charity. Private hospitals 
and the medical and nursing pro- 
fessions are deprived of private 
work and remunerative service to 
which they are entitled. Dispen- 
saries and hospitals conducted for 
the care of charity cases should be 


limited-absolutely to those who are. 


dependent upon charity. 
“Non-political boards of tax-sup- 
ported hospitals, clinics and dispen- 
saries can limit the work to charity 
cases only. Political boards can- 
not. It is in the interest of the 
tax-supported hospital, the tax- 
payers, politics, politicians, private 
hospitals, the medical and nurs- 
and the general 
good that politics be eliminated ab- 
solutely from the control of hospi- 


tals.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—So far 
as present Federal restrictions are 
concerned, the States are free to 
lay out their congressional cts 


under the reapportionment act of [debated and stricken out. 


1929 in any way, gerrymandered 
or otherwise, that they may choose. 
This is the effect of the decision 
handed down by the United States 
Supreme Court in a case brought 
up from Mississippi. 

The case was argued only last 
Wednesday and the decision was 
hurried down, in response to re- 
quests from state officials, because 
of its bearing on the November 
elections. Ordinarily the court 
gives opinions only on Monday. 

With Chief Justice Hughes as its 
spokesman, the court in its ruling 
yesterday overturned a decision by 
a three-Judge district court which 
had upset the recent Mississippi re- 
districting act on the ground that 
it violated Federal law. 

Facts in Mississippi Case. . 

The Mississippi act was attacked | 
by Stewart C. Broom, of Jackson, 
who contended that it violated a 
mandate of Congress that districts 
should be composed of compact 
and contiguous territory, having as 
nearly as practicable the same 
number of inhabitants. 

It was pointed out on his behalf 
that the Mississippi State Legisla- 
ture, in dividing the Stgte into sev- 
en new districts, as required by the 
loss of one Congressman, created 
districts widely varying in popula- 
tion, one of them with as many as 
426,000 inhabitants and another 
with only 184,000. 

In upholding Broom’s ¢ontention, 
the lower court harked back to the 
1911 reapportionment act of Con- 
gress, which contained the long- 
standing Federal requirement as to 
contiguity, compactness and ap- 
proximate equality of population. 
On this ground the lower court is- 
sued a permanent injunction 
against election proceedings under 
the Mississippi redistricting act of 
1932. Appeal was taken by State 
officials to the Supreme Court, 

The Supreme Court pointed out 
that Congress, in providing for re- 
apportionment under the fifteenth 
census, deliberately omitted the 
former requirements as to com- 
pactness, etc. Therefore, the pro- 
visions of the act of 1911 “fell with 
the apportionment to which they 

ressly related.” 
pe eet > “Manifest Intention.” 

“The inquiry,” continued the 
opinion, “is simply whether the act 
of 1929 carried forward ‘the re- 
quirements which otherwise lapsed. 
The act of 1929 contains no pro- 
vision to that effect. It was man- 
ifestly the intention of the Con- 
gress not to re-enact the provis-, 
ions as to compactness, contiguity 
and equality with respect to the 
districts to be created pursuant to 
the reapportionment under the act 
of 1929.”

1911 was applicable.” 


The court did not say how it 
would have decided the case if the 
provisions of 1911 as to the com- 
pactness, etc., of congressional dis- 
tricts had been included in the act 
of 1929. It merely said that since 
these requirements had not been 
re-enacted, they could not be held 
to control the states in the exercise 
of their redistricting powers.

Pennsylvania (then the chairman 
of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee) nodding his approval, declared 
that Congress had no constitutional 
right to impose the restrictions in 
question. All that it had the power 
to do, said Lozier, was to appor- 
tion the representatives among the 
several states, leaving the states 
free to create districts as they 
pleased. 

Congressman (now. Senator) 
Dickinson (Rep.), Iowa, asserted 
that the “states ought to have their 
own way of making up their ap- 
portionment when they know the 
number of Congressmen they are 
going to have.” 

The debate made clear the in- 
tention of Congress to eliminate 
Federal regulation of State appor- 
tionment legislation. 

Virginia Brief Filed. 

Because of attacks upon the Vir- 
ginia redistricting act, officials of 
that State filed a brief in the Mis- 
sissippi case upholding the right of 
the states to create districts with- 
out restraint by Congress. This 
brief ,vinted out that, although the 
restrictions in question were in all 


the Federai reapportionment acts | 


from 1872 to 1911, the states in ac- 
tual practice had proceeded with- 
out restraint, many of them ina 
manner clearly in violation of the 
restrictions. It was not till after 
the passage of the act of 1923, the 
brief stated, that any court had 
sought to enforce the provisions of 
the law. 

The Mississippi case was wholly 
different from those growing out 
of attempts of the legislatures of 
Missouri, Minnesota and New York 
to create New Districts. In those 
cases the court ruled the acts in- 
valid because they were not signed 
by the respective State Governors.

GRINNELL, Ia., Oct. 19.—A 
scoreless tie last week with Coe 
College, a nonconference school, 
has made Coach L. L. “Fuzz” 
Watt’s Pioneers more determined 
than ever to repeat last year’s vic- 
tory over the Washington Bears, 
when the two teams open their 
Missouri Valley schedules Saturday.

He must be 
able to start quickly, veer and 
change direction rapidly, sidestep, 
reverse his field, stiff'-arm, and, if 
occasion demands, crash through 
tacklers. In other words, he must 
be a Grange, a Gipp, a Thorpe or 
an Ekersall. 

Blocking Hard to Teach. , 
But regardless of how great these 

individuals may be, in order to 
consistently advance they must 
have fine, hard blocking to clear 
the way for them or at least to give 
them a chance to get started. 

The problem, then, that con- 
fronts all coaches is to make their 
squad approach perfection from 
the standpoint of blocking if they 
expect to shake their great ball 
carriers loose. 

This might be regarded as a sim- 
ple assignment, but any coach will 
attest that blocking is the most dif- 
ficult of all fundamentals to teach. 

Some teams possess ability to 
block on one style of play but do 
not possess it in another phase of 
the game. This year’s Michigan 
team, for example, is one of the 
finest blocking teams I have ever 
looked upon when it is receiving 
kicks. Newman is afforded almost 
perfect protection when receiving 
an opponent's punt; and even 
though he may be a great broken 
field runner much of his success 
must be attributed to the men who 
are blocking for him. 


Yet this same Michigan team fs 


-1no better than an ordinary blocking 


team on running plays. Newman 
undoubtedly runs just as well from 
the line of scri age as he does 
when receiving punts. ¥et his aver- 
age gain from running plays in the 
three games played would hardly 

rank him with other great backs in 
the conference.

This is not meant to be a criti- 
dism of any team. It merely is an 
attempt to show how certain teams,

One rea- 
son why Rentner has not run as 
spectacularly as he did last year is 
that he has not yet received the 
blocking that his ‘31 teammates 
gave him.

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Banning the 
radio from the American League 
baseball parks next season - will

This fall the first game 
of the world series was played on 
Sept. 28. The 1933 races will prob- 
ably open on April 12. This in- 
augural game falls on Wednesday, 
whereas Tuesday has been the cus- 
tomary day for blasting the base-
